vase, as the Kentucky Tax Com- 
mission is the first to undertake 
to set up a standard of its own. As 
a result hundreds of thousands of 
dollars must be refunded to truck 
owners 

The order of the commission was 
promulgated last December In 
January, the Ashland ‘Transfer 
Company, Ashland, the Henry Bic- 
kel Company and the Safety Trans- 
fer and Storage Company, Louis- 
ville, through Leon P. Lewis, Louis- 
ville attorney, filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court assailing the legality of 
the Tax Commission order 

An increase of ratings based on 
the fact that some owners over- 
load their trucks is a manifest in- 
justice to those who do not follow 
the practice, Judge Clay wrote. 

The Legislature of 1918 placed a 
license tax on motor trucks based 
on their carrying capacities, the 
language of the act being “those 
having a capacity of,” the court 
held In 1920, 1922, 1924 and 1926, 
the tay was changed but alwdys was 
levied according to the capacity 
basis, he pointed out. 

[The manufacturers’ capacity 
ings on motor trucks, Judge Clay 
wrote, are substantially correct. It 
true, according to the opinion,

trucks have carrying ca< 
in excess of the manufac- 
turers’ ratings and that trucks are 
often overloaded. 

However, the court went further 
and held that a standard must be 
had as a guide, and should the Tax 
Commission's contentions that the 
actual carrying capacity must be 
used as a basis of assessment, thea 
the rating of each truck will vary 
according to the personnel of the 
owner, the character of business en 
gaged in, and the kind of street or 
road over which the truck is 
operated 

Such a standard as the Tax 
Commission would set up woald 
be “uncertain,” Judge Clay de- 
clared. “The ratings made by the 
manufacturers have been the 
standard so long that any change 
must be made by the Legislature,” 
he wrote 

The order made by the commis- 
sion last December increased capac- 
ity standards.on motor trucks from 
one-half ton, in the case of thé 
present one and one-half ton truck, 
which was increased to two tons, to 
four tons in the case of the eight- 
ton truck, which would under the 
order pay for a license on a twelve~ 
ton truck.

New York, June 24.—Returning 
from Europe after a six weeks’ in- 
spection trip of Ford foreign 
activities Saturday, Edsel Ferd, 
president of Ford Motor Com- 
pany, issued a statement in which 
he said: 

“The situation abroad. so far as 
Ford is concerned, is’ excellent. 
From present indications the Eng- 
lish company will produce close to 
50.000 cars this year, and it is our 
expectation that this figure will 
reach the 200,000 mark in another 
year. Present manufacturing facili- 
ties are being greatly expanded to 
meet this increased business. The 
outlook at this time far exceeds our 
earlier expectations The demand 
throughout Europe is showing a 
steady and satisfactory increase and 
gives every indication of a con- 
tinued gain.” 

Mr. Pord stated that domestic 
production was steadily on the in- 
crease and that the daily output at 
Detroit should be well in excess of 
7.000 cars a day at present 

“When I left.” he said. “produc- 
tion was still running many thou- 
sand cars behind orders on hand

In fact, the 
city is eonstantly spreading out with the ex»nansion 
of the car business, and it is one of the most up- 
to-date towns in Michigan.

at Waukesha, Wis. 

H. L. Horning, president, announced last month that the concern 
was seriously contemplating a start in the manufacture of airplane en- 
gines at once and that if such a step could be taken without handicap- 
ping other lines of the company it would be put into effect 

The company has made great progress in the last few years, 
notably in the current year, and a production of 70,000 motors is pre- 
dicted for the fiscal year ending July 31, 1929, compared with 38,000 
in 1928. ‘tnis increased production has bern made possible only 
{,<cently by the expenditure of $1,300,000 in expansion of plant facili- 
ties. A year ago, when operating at an annual rate of 38,000 motors, 
the plant had 162,500 spuare feet of floor suace. Tinree units have 
been added since that time, giving 220,000 additional square feet. 


So fast is the demand for the present products of the company 
growing tnat, if the manulacture of airpiane engines is added, still turtner 
plant additions will be necessary. The company produced and sold 8,000 


motors in April, setting a new record. Orders on hand at the beginning | 


of June were said to be at the highest level in history for that time of 
year 

Another forward step taken by the company in recent months was 
the formation of the Rector Gasifier Corporation, with a capitalization 
of $300,000. This company is manufacturing a device that makes pos- 
sible the burning of crude oil in gasoline motors. The success of this 
device is believed to be sure and its production is expected to add con- 
siderably to the profits of the company. A new 300 horsepower great six 


engine was recently brought out by Waukesha Company. This engine | 


operates with either gasoline, kerosene or furnace oil as fuel. 


A profitable development of the earlier months of this year was the 


purchase of the Puller & Jeknson Manufacturing Company, which 


produces engines under a patent agreement with Waukesha. The Fuller | 


& Johnson concern was acquired by Quarles Company, investment 
bankers of Milwaukee, last year and representatives of Waukesha were 
elected to the board of directors. It will continue to operate as a sep- 
arate company. 

The Waukesha Motor Cempany was imcerporated in 1906 under 
the laws’ of Wisconsin. Its products include motors for autemobile 
trucks, buses and tractors and for the industrial trade, such as air 
compressors, steam shovels, farm ard road building machinery and 
oH field equipment. About 40 per cent. of its business is dene with 
the automotive industry. 

The capital stock censists of 100,000 shares of ne par commen stock, 

both authorized and outsianding. There is no funded debt and no pre- 
ferred stock. The original capitalization consisted of 25,000 shares of $1 
par value stock. This was increased to 100,000 in 1909, 200,008 in 1910 
and to 1,000,000 shares im 1916. In 1920 its capitalization was increased 
to $2,900,000, divided inte 10.000 shares of $100 par preferred stock and 
10,000 shares of $100 par value common stock. The preferred stock was 
retired in 1926 and a 100 per cent. stock dividend was paid on the com- 
mon, increasing the capital stock to 20,000 shares of $100 par common 
steck. The next change was to 100,000 shares of ne par common. this 
coming in 1929 aiso. There have been recent rumors that the stock 
would be split this year four-to-one, but no confirmation or indication 
has been forthcoming from the company and, in fact, it has been denied 
as unfoundec. 
: The common stock is listed on the Chicago Stock Exchange, where it 
is selling around $175 a share. When the split-up rumors were current 
the stock leaped to above $200, but dropped off later. The dividend rate 
is reported as $3 per share per year. Dividencs have been paid regularly 
on a common stock for many years, running as high as 38 per cent.

SHARES IMPROVE 


Auburn Continues Its 


Climb; Accessories 
Make Gains

N*Y YORK, June 24.—} 
You can’t keep good 
stocks down. 

Shares of automobile passenger 
ear, truck, accessory, parts and tire | 
manufacturers listed on the various 
steck markets of the country con- 
tinued their recent display 
strength, in the week 
urday. 

There was a quiet undertone of 
strength displayed throughout the 
week in the automotive stock list. 
with the firmness being well dis- 
tributed among all groups. The pas- | 
senger Cars showed the greatest} 
“comeback” power, with a gain of | 
2.73 points in average price, com- 
pared with an increase of 1.98 in| 
the week just preceding. 

This was the third consecutive 
week in which the passenger car | 
group has made gains of one point | 
or more, this being a recovery 
from the two bad breaks in the 
preceding weeks. In the two 
weeks ended May 25 and June 1, 
the passenger car group lost 3.72 
and 2.83, respectively, the total 
decline being 6.55 points. It is 
very significant that in the three 
weeks following the most severe 
decline of the past year the shares 
of passenger car manufacturers 
have rebounded for 6.04 points of 
the 6.55 lost. With the exception 
of Auburn, there have been no 
spectacular gains in the passenger 
car group to unbalance the aver- 
ages. ! 

The 57-point advance of Auburn | 
in the last two weeks has, of course, 
been a factor in boosting the aver- | 
age price, but there have been good 
ns all along the line, with Chrys- | 
ler, General Motors, Graham-Paige, 
Hupp, Hudson, Franklin, Marmon, 
Studebaker and Willys-Overland all 
selling higher than three weeks ago. 

The recent gains by Auburn have 
been the feature of the automotive 
stock market. As a matter of fact, 
the gain made by this company in 
the last few years has been one of 
the miracles of the automobile in- | 
dustry. It has only been a few! 
years since this stock was selling on | 
the Chicago Exchange at around 
$10 a share. What has happened | 
to the company since E. L. Cord, | 
president, took it over, four years | 
ago, is common knowledge. and it} 
is to him that Auburn stockholders 
largely owe their thanks. 

The accessory group also was 
strong during the past week, the 
average price gaining from 70. 36 
to 72.13, for a net increase of 1.77. 
There was also a general advance 
in this group, with American- 
Bosch, Electric Auto-Lite, Borg- 
Warner, Kelsey Hayes, Stewart- 
Warner and Timken Roller Eear- 
ing showing the way. The gains 
of 1.77 points in the past week 
compared with an advance of 
1.03 in the preceding week. 

This group, however, has much 

further to go in regaining its losses 
of the severe bear market of late 
May than has the passenger Car 
stocks. The decline of this group 
Was spread over three weeks insteac 
of two. the total loss amounting lt 
15.57 points and carrying the aver- 
age down to 65.21. In the past 
three weeks the gains have totaled 
6.92. leaving 8.65 points to go before 
the group is back at its early May 
level In other words, the acces- 
sory group still has further to go 1b 
regaining its losses than the pas- 
senger car group lost in the entire 
market “break.”

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A few years ago Professor Shirley Jackson Case 
9f the Divinity School of the University of 
Chicago wrote a new life of Jesus, which, to many 
thinkers, was the first real history of Jesus that 
had ever been written. It was clear, it was logical, 
it was scientific—and yet it was human. In fact, 
it was so logically human as to create a new in- 
spiration to an old story. 


And yet what Case did, was so simple a thing 
to do—after it was done. 


, All that Professor Case did was to study the 
condition of the times and the immediate envi- 
ronment in which Jesus was born and grew to 
manhood—which is exactly the method one 
would pursue in getting at the background of 
any individual. 


And the result was the true history of Jesus, 
just as inevitably as the present condition of the 
times and his immediate environment form the 
true history of Jim Smith. 


Here for the first time was a history that had 
nothing to do with theological arguments, pro or 
con, but had everything to do with the natural 
sequence of events in which any individual must 


become involved as a result of the things that are 
happening to him. 


And so, taking the conditions of Palestine of 
that time, the unrest of the harassed people, the 
arrogance of the priesthood, the environment of 
the little village of Nazareth in which he was 
born and of the larger city of Sepphoris to which 
he probably walked to work (for Jesus was a car- 
penter and worked at his trade), we realize that 
everything that happened to Jesus from the cradle 
to the cross was absolutely inevitable and could 
not have happened in any other way. And thus, 
for the first time, our minds as well as our 
emotions are satisfied. 


We humans, unfortunately, are so constituted 
that it is hard for us to realize that we are probably 
90% the result of the conditions of our times and 
our immediate environment. Indeed, it is almost 
easier for us to believe it of Jesus than it is of 
ourselves. 


But what was true of Jesus is equally true of 
Jim Smith. 


Twenty years ago almost any Jim Smith, living 
in almost any American factory center which 
Mr. Sinclair Lewis in his novels has called the 
city of Zenith, came home after a ten to a twelve- 
hour day to his hovel and his woman and his 
brats. He came home sour and tired and when 
times got too hard he joined strikes and threw 
brickbats. And Coxeysand Debses sprang up along 


the way. 


m Sepphoris to Zenith 


Allowing only for the difference of physical 
environment, the social and economic parallel 
between the times of Jesus and those of the Jim 
Smiths of twenty years ago is pretty close. 


Then came the tremendous economic change 
brought about by men of affairs in the whole 
working life of America, which, of course, is re- 
sponsible for the almost miraculous change in 
the life of Jim Smith. 


Today Jim Smith drives home to some suburb 
to his wife and children after a seven or an 
eight-hour day. He is making any where from three 
to seven times as much money as he made twenty 
years ago.
